Sir Henri Sells It 
4,000,000 Rabbits Ready 
A Watt Street Story 
By ARTHUR BRISBANE 


Theodore Dreiser, sincere and 


forceful, pours out his soul in a 
long letter to the editor, about low 
wages received by workers compared 
with high bonuses received by heads 
of great corporations. Mr. Dreiser 
observes "billions of dollars for 
those who manage, execute and 
build," and "merely a bare existence 
for those who do the work." 
Some at the top have too much, 
perhaps, and of course men at the 
bottom have too little. 
The con- 
stant struggle of civilization is to 
raise the average. 


At the same time, Mr. Dreiser, 
highly 
intelligent, 
knows that 


there are different kinds of work 
that call for different kinds 
of 
pay. 
Mr. Dreiser, for instance, 


can, and probably will, write 
a 
book 
worth 
a 
million 
dollars. 


Should he not be paid more than 
the man who sets the type, al- 
though that compositor may be in 
some ways a better man. than 
Dreiser? 
And who are men that make 


millions? Charles M. Schwab, one of 
them, was a worker in an iron 
foundry not so long ago. If Mr. 
Dreiser were at work with, a Pick 
and shovel he would be glad to 
have somebody tell him where he 
could dig successfully for coal or 
gold. 
The man who increases 


profits increases employment. And 
in the workers' interest demands 
that he should be well paid. Em- 
ployes of stockholders that refuse 
special pay for special services are 
foolish. 


Some time ago, you read in this 
column about the Japanese buy- 
ing a year's supply of oil for their 
navy. . 
The United States oil wells sup- 


plied the oil cheaper than Uncle 
Sam had ever been able to buy it. 
And the oil was sold by the in- 
telligent Sir Henri Deterding, head 
of the British-owned-and-controlled 
Shell Oil Co. 
Thus Japan got cheap oil, a Brit- 


ish, company got the profit, and 
American oil wells were depleted 
by so many million barrels. 


Day before yesterday. Uncle Sam 


needed 4,620,000 barrels of "bunk- 
er fuel oil," for navy yards and 
stations on the west coast. Who, 
do you suppose, sold the oil to 
Uncle Sam? None other than the 
same energetic Sir Henri Deter- 
ding. He sold the oil,-bis British- 
owned company made the profit. 
Incidentally, Uncle Sam, buying 


United States oil for his own navy, 
paid Sir Henri a great deal more 
than Japan paid Sir Henri for the

"It is difficult for me to appre- 
ciate the occasion for throwing out 
this case on any such technicality 
as that. But since it is done I hope 
new indictments will be drawn. 
"I think that case of perjury is 


an unquestionable one, and those 
prosecuting it have as clear a case 
of perjury as ever has gone befort 
the courts." 


Seek New Indictments. 


Assistant U. S. Attorney Robert 
Van Pelt announced immediately 
after Judge Munger's decision that 
he would remedy the error in the 
Seymour and Norris Indictments by 
presenting the cases to -a new ses- 
sion of the grand jury, probably 
some time in June. 
Contrary to the sentiment ex- 
pressed by Nye, the, general feeling 
in the Federal building is that 
Judge Monger's, opinion was a com- 
plete victory for the government, 
and that his ruling on the technical 
aspect of materiality will eventually 
be considered as fortunate by the 
government.

A. F. L. Council Fears 
'Sontinuous, Permanent 


Unemployment.' 


WASHINGTON, May 
14— OP)— 


Seeking to forestall what .it said 
would mean "continuous, perman- 
ent unemployment," the American 
Federation 
of Labor's 
executive 
council is asking workers to resist 
wage reduction "to the fullest ex- 
tent." 
In a study of joblessness, the 


council announced, it found "an at- 
tempt which apparently certain 
banking interests and certain em- 
ployers are making to bring about 
a general reduction in wages." 
"As usual," said the organiza- 
tion's formal statement yesterday, 
"labor must be depended upon to 
save the situation and prevent the 
further imposition of Injustice. For 
this reason the executive council 
calls upon labor, organized- and un- 
organized, to resist wage reductions. 


Will Appeal to Workers. 
"The executive council proposes 
to appeal to the workers to stand 
firmly in opposition to wage re- 
ductions. The council .will urge 
working men and women, both 
organized and unorganized, to re- 
sist to the fullest extent any and 
ill attempts to reduce wages and 
lower American living standards. 
x x x the council is inspired by a' 
firm conviction that it is only a 
step from reductons in wages to 
continuous, permanent unemploy- 
ment." 
A wage cutting policy, the coun- 
cil held, "constitutes a public vio- 
lation of the understanding reached" 
In a conference of industrial and 
labor leaders with President Hoo- 
ver. After such .a conference in 
1929 It was announced that the in- 
dustrialists had pledged themselves 
not to initiate any movement for 
wage reduction. It was said recent- 
ly at the white house that the 
president was pleased that pay 
levels had been maintained during 
the depression. 
Claims Move 'Indefensible." 
The labor council asserted that 
in apparent move toward lower 
wages "Is indefensible both from an 
ethical and economic" . viewpoint. 
"There are strong 
indications 
that we are facing a, third winter 
of distressing unemployment," the 
council forecast, adding that de- 
spite a decreasing earning power 
"a number of employers are at- 
tempting to further reduce the 
purchasing power x x x through 
the Imposition of wage -reductions." 
The statement referred particu- 
larly to pay cute it said had been 
announced by the Goodyear Tire 
& Rubber Co.; and the B. F. Good- 
rich Rubber Co. 
v 
' 
"How these industries can- find 
i market for their products if the 
buying power of the people is still 
further lowered is difficult to un- 
derstand," the council added.

Luclen Stark, Norfolk, president of 
the Nebraska State Medical asso- 
c.ation, at a banquet tonight that 
chrraxed the sixty-third annual 
convention of that body. 
Dr. Stark centered his Verbal at- 


tack on the national prohibition law 
and the state dry law as the two 
thaf, affect the practice of medicine. 
Proposals to prevent doctors frori 
usinrj anti-toxins and vaccines and 
to forbid them from making scien- 
tific experiments on animals were 
also attacked by the doctor. 
"Although personally dry. I ob- 


ject strenuously to congress, a non 
scientific body of men and women, 
laying down by legislative fiat tne 
amount of food, drug, stimulant, or 
call alcohol what you will, that I 
can elve to my patient within a 
specified length of time " 


To Continue Use. 


"I have 
used alcoholic stim- 
ulants to carry my patients over 
the hill for many years and I in- 
tend to do so if I can find some 
that will not take the enamel off 
the kitchen sink, If I believe It to 
be necessary for my patient's wel- 
fare," "he asserted. 
Personally I intend to become a 
criminal, as far as that law is con- 
cerned. 
Every time I think my 
patient's welfare warrants it," 
he 


said.

A patient may need a quart a 
week, and then no more for the rest 
of his "life," he explained. 
"But 


congress says I cannot give him 
more than a pint in 10 dafs—and 
In Nebraska I am not permitted to 
do even that." 
•"I don't like regulatory legisla- 
tion, because it tends toward stand- 
ardization," he said, "and you can- 
not standardize human beings. Use 
machines."

WASHINGTON,

must be living longer In Nebraska, 
for In 1920 only 1.5 per cent of the 
population, or 19/792 persons, were 
more than 75 years old, while In 
1S30, 19 per cent of the population 
were more than 75 years old- 


The babies made up a smaller 


proportion of the population in 1930 
than in 1920, there being 25,060 un- 
der a year old, cr 1.8 per cent OE 
the population, in 1930, whereas 
there were 26,814, or 21 per cent 
of the population, In 1920. 


All those under 20 years old made 
up 39.3 per cent of the population in 
1930. and 41.2 per cent in 1920. 
Those-Between 20 and 45 years old 
were 382 per cent of the popula- 
tion in 1930, but only 37.4 per cent 
in 1920, so that those of the ma- 
ture years of greatest achievement 
are a larger proportion of the pop- 
ulation now than a decade ago. 


Above 45 years old, the census 


'found 10.3 per cent of the popula- 
tion between 45 and 54 years old 
last year, and 9 1 per cent in 1920; 
69 per cent of the population be- 
tween 55 and 64 years old in 1930 
and 6.3 per cent rn 1920; 4.4 per 
cent between 65 and 74 years old 
in 1930 and 3.4 per cent in 1920. 


Of the groups listed in 5-year 


periods, those between 5 and 9 
years old dominated, making up 
10.3 per cent of the state's popula- 
tion In 1930 and 108 per cent in 
1920. Those 10 to 14 years old came 
next, making up 9-.9 -per cent of 
the people In 1930 and 10.2 per 
cent in 1920. Those from 15 to 
19 years old were 9.6 per cent of 
the population last year and 9.2 
per cent a decade before. 
The largest of the groups listed 
in 10-year periods Is that consist- 
ing of people from 35 to 44 years 
old. which made up 13.8 per cent 
of-the population last year and 12.6 
per cent In 1920. 
Nebraska people are remembering 
their age better, too, for 2,546 per- 
sons told the census taker in 1920 
that they did not know their age. 
while last year-only 750 were listed 
as of unknown age. 
More men than women were ot 


unknown age each census, only 317 
women as against 433 men saying 
they did not know -how old thev 
were last year, and 921 women and 
1,625 men not knowing in 1920.

The faculty of Cornell university 
today announced it had voted 81 
to 38 in favor of discontinuing com- 
pulsory military training. 


The resolution will ge before the 


board of trustees for action in June. 
Military drill, as represented 
by 


the requirements of the B. O. T. C , 
would be made elective, under the 
resolution. A change in the com- 
pulsory feature would affect nearly 
2,000 students, first and second year 
men. 


Jackson Says Unable 


Complete Program 


At Present. 


Work in preparation for the 1931 


Nebraska state fair is practically at 
a standstill, including a number of 
important matters which should be 
settled, according to George Jack- 
son, secretary of trie state fair 
board, as a result of the uncertainty 
as to whether any appropriations 
for fair maintenance will be made 
this year. 
"I do not feel that I can go ahead 
and arrange major parts of the pro- 
gram, without any assurance as to 
whether we will have funds," Mr. 
Jackson Said. Besides some of the 
headline features which he has 
stopped work on pending outcome 
of the appropriation fight, many 
lesser projects are being held up. 
Concession contracts which should 
be signed by the present time are 
still pending in many cases, he said. 
Employment of men to 
start 
cleaning up the grounds and caring 
for flowers and shrubs is also im- 
possible, he says, under existing con- 
ditions. 
Due to financial losses at the 1930 


fair, a $20,000 deficit exists at the 
present time, he said. In view of 
the deficit, Mr. Jackson said he did 
not feel he could put men to work 
doing necessary work about the 
grounds without jiny assurance that 
the usual state maintenance fund 
will be available. 
The $75.000 per biennium approp- 
riation which has been made' for 
several years for state fair mainte- 
nance is inadequate for that pur- 
pose, according to Mr. Jackson, the 
remainder of maintenance expense 
coming from receipts of the fair. 


During the 
1929-30 biennium, 


maintenance totaled 
more 
than 
$110,000. The extra load that put 
the fair in the red, he said, was the 
necessity of substantial payments 
out of receipts for the new grand- 
stand. During the present bien- 
nium, he says, more than $36,000 
has been paid in principal and in 
terest on the grandstand. 
"We have to have a grandstand, 


he says. "The old one was becom- 
ing rotten and a real danger. When 
we went in and tore it down, I fel 
mighty relieved as we found grea 
sectors of rotten wood. We migh 
have had a catastrophe at anj 
time.' 
Receipts fell off sharply in 193 


from the 1929 fair, which added t< 
the grandstand expense resulted in 
the deficit, he indicated. Ticket re 
ceipts in 1929 were over $139,00 
while in 1930 they dropped to les 
than $125,000.* At the same time

showed a drop from over $40,000 t 
less than $39,000.

deficiencies bill, H. R. 496, which 
passed the legislature with the emer- 
gency clause at. the late regular ses- 
sion. As to a few of them, action is 
being reserved until certain Irregu- 
larities can be cleared up.

The grand total of the claims bill, 
after eliminating five items which 
Governor Bryan vetoed, is $65,586.61. 
The vetoed items were about $100,000 
in total. 
Several items in favor of counties 


for boarding state prisoners will be 
held up a short time because the 
counties themselves did not file the 
claims, but the sheriffs did so. Ar- 
rangements may be made to have 
the sheriffs assign thier claims to the 
counties, so that the money may 
legally be paid to the latter.

GOVEBNOR BEYAN AND 


THE LAWYERS. 


It was a nroper and well-deserved rebuke which 


Governor C. W. Bryan administered to the legal pro- 
fession Wednesday during the course of a hearing be- 
fore the state board of pardons and paroles. Mr. 
Bryan said the board could arrive at its decisions 
without the help of attorneys. 


Except in the case of an actual miscarriage of jus- 


tice, in which an innocent man has been convicted 
and Imprisoned wrongfully, which rarely occurs, the 
services of a lawyer are not required to present a pa- 
role or pardon applcatton to the board having power 
to grant clemency. In the overwhelming majority of 
cases, the best evidence in support of the release of 
a man convicted of crime is his record in prison. 


On that point the warden of the penitentiary and 


his associates are in a position to be of the greatest 
help to the board. They are fully qualified to advise 
the board whether in their judgment the prisoner 
should be released. They have had the opportunity 
to study and to observe the applicant. He has been 
in their custody over a period of several months or 
years. They know whether he has been an obedient 
or a refractory prisoner; whether he has been cheer- 
ful or resentful and sullen. They have a fairly good 
idea whether his experience behind the bars has 
brought about a reformation in him or whether he is 
a hardened, dangerous criminal,1 who, when given 
freedom, would immediately become a lawbreaker 
again, imperiling the property and the lives of people 


These questions, which govern 99 per cent of all 


of the cases which come before the pardon board, are 
largely issues of fact and not law. The applicant for 
parole and pardon has had his day in court already. 
He has, It is to be presumed, the benefit of all of the 
defenses established for his protection by the Ameri- 
can judicial system. He had his lawyer and his trial 
before a jury of his countrymen, who found he was 
guilty of the crime with which he was accused. The 
only question upon which the board desires to satis- 
fy itself is that regeneraton has taken place, that the 
applicant may be restored to civil rights without en- 
dangering society. 
_ Now the board and the prison officials are just as 
anxious to give a man another chance as those most 
directly interested in his case. They must assume re- 
sponsibility for his release, however. If he proves un- 
worthy of the trust which they place in him, the criti- 
cism extends back to them. 
Naturally they prefer 


to make their own investigations, uncover the facts 
which control each case, and arrive at their own con- 
clusions without listening to the Impassioned pleas 
and encountering the technical barrage of lawyers. 


The board of pardons and paroles is made up of 


the governor, the attorney general and the secretary 
of state. They are men of responsibility and intelli- 
gence. 
They are fully qualified and competent to 


pass upon the individual cases of applicants for parole 
and pardon. 


Nebraska has been free from scandal in connection 


with the handling of matters of parole. This has been 
due to the splendid conduct of the lawyers who handle 
such cases and the character of the men who have 
comprised the membership of the board of pardons. 
Governor Bryan's criticism is not aimed at any repre- 
hensible practice, unless the collection of a fee for 
services in appearing before the board should be 
frowned upon. The lawyer is not violating any ethi- 
cal standard in accepting parole cases. But it would 
be a wholesome situation if the legal profession would 
permit the parole board to hear cases in the manner 
in which they can best be handled. 


STEALING CHOICE TULIPS. 


A certain prominent Lincoln citizen, who has taken 


much pride in' the appearance of his home, planted 
threa long rows of tulips bordering upon the street. 


With favorable conditions, the flowers flourished 


and were an exceptionally beautiful sight until two 
nights ago when vandals paid a visit. Not content 
with picking the flowers they pulled up the plants, 
destroying a large number of them. To say the own- 
er was heartsick and disgusted is putting it mildly. It 
was the second case of vandalism, in which choice 
tulips were stolen. It is acts of this character -which 
destroy civic pride. 
* 


THE INGRATITUDE OF REPUBLICS. 


Twice in the last ten years has the French nation- 


mi assembly refused to honor the nation's most 
outstanding statesman by electing him to the presi- 
dency. In the first Instance Clemenceau, the man 
whose Tigor. courage, and persistence did more than 
anyone else to keep «p the morale of France and 
organize its resources for the final victory in the 
World war. was turned down. This -week the vener- 
able Briand. most prominent exponent of peace and 
cooperation among the peoples of Europe, is given the 
same treatment. 


The psychology which moved a majority of the 


French senators and deputies to veto the candidacies 
of these leaders, both of whom had become -world 
figures exercising great influence in international 
councils, »ad choose Instead politicians of mediocre 
status. Is hard to understand. 


Had the United States, through the electoral college, 


rejected George Washington as the first chief magis- 
trate after the constitution -was adopted, ,t would 
hare furnished a fair historical parallel lor France's 
action in withholding from Clemenceau. its national 


savior?"the honor of the 
presidency 
following the 


World war and conclusion of the Versailles treaty. 


If Thomas Jefferson, the advocate of democracy 


and champion of civil rights, had been denied presi- 
dential honors by his country, that event would have 
matched the adverse vote by the French assembly 
on Brland's nomination. 


America delighted to honor Its revolutionary 


chief who was "first in war and first in peace" and, 
after him. the one who wrote the declaration of in- 
dependence and stood at all times for liberalism and 
against governmental encroachment upon the rights 
of citizens. 


France repudiated, in turn, both the man whose 


energy and fortitude led the nation through four years 
of terrible warfare to a victorious conclusion and re- 
established its dominance on the continent of Europe, 
and one who is its most conspicuous spokesman in 
the cause of permanent peace and international un- 
derstanding. 


There may be internal political conditions and con- 


siderations to justify the action of the French parlia- 
ment, but as viewed from outside these incidents 
seem to savor of rank ingratitude and petty jealousy. 


HOW THE OTHER HALF LIVES. 


It may be true, as has been often said, that half 


the world doesn't know how the other half lives, but 
the United States census, the results of which are 
just now being made known in detail, gives one a 
pretty good line on how the inhabitants of this coun- 
try subsist. And in this connection the statement 
published in this newspaper Wednesday as to how the 
men and women of Lancaster county are employed 
is of peculiar interest. 


As was to have been expected in a county contain- 


ing a city as large as Lincoln more people are en- 
gaged in merchandising than in agriculture, but if 
men alone are considered, farming has the greater 
number. It is the women who are employed in the 
various stores and shops in Lincoln, who put trade 
ahead of agriculture. There were last year 1,814 
women engaged in selling goods, while only 163 were 
engaged in farming. 


Women are engaged in every one of the industries 


listed by the census bureau, one of them being em- 
ployed in the extraction of minerals. 
In some of 


these lines of work the women outnumber the men, 
this being true with respect to hotels, restaurants, 
boarding houses etc.; laundries, cleaning and press- 
ing shops, and domestic and personal service. This is 
also true as to the group classified as "other profes- 
sional and semi-professional services," which includes 
nurses. 
t 


More than half as many women as men are en- 


gaged in banking and brokerage, and the same is true 
in regard to insurance and real estate. Women in an 
earlier day baked practically all of the brea"d, but last 
year in this county there were only 58 women-in 
bakeries, whereas there were 249 men. In other food 
and allied industries there were 196 women and 635 
men. 


It takes almost as many people to amuse and en- 


tertain us 'as it does to keep our clothes clean, for 
the census takers found 670 people 
employed in 


laundries and cleaning establishments, while there 
were 562 engaged in providing recreation and amuse- 
ment. Without doubt the latter are paid much more 
for their services than the former. 


More than one-fourth of all the people gainfully 


employed in the county are women, "and they are to 
be found In every occupation. 


A SCHOLARLY OPINION. 


Federal Judge T. C. Munger's opinion on the de- 


murrers in the Seymour and "Grocer" Norris cases 
is but one more testimonial added to those of pre- 
vious years of the remarkably high quality of the 
Lincoln jurist's bench service. His scholarly discus- 
sion of the case extends to every conceivable angle, 
including several important ones overlooked by the 
attorneys on both sides. 


Although many persons without an appreciation 


for court procedure, like Senator Nye, may rail at the, 
technicality which proved the turning point of the 
decision, the opinion remains an analylsis which will 
receive the acclaim seldom accorded to the words of 
a district judge. 


Nye's ingratitude is amazing when one considers 


that Judge Munger upheld the legality of senate in- 
vestigations of primaries in spite of the grave con- 
stitutional doubts with which they have previously 
been beclouded. Even'on this point, Judge Munger 
went out of his way to find an original reason for this 
validity which is far superior to the arguments of the 
attorneys. 


Technicalities governing law practice may irritate 


the laymen. But those conditions were not made by 
Judge Munger. and he must observe them. It is far, 
better that such points may be cleared up now. so that 
in the future the case may be prosecuted or dis- 
missed on the vital issues. It would have been much 
more disappointing to have had the c»ses go to a 
higher court, as they may very probably do, and then 
have everything spoiled by the very same technicality. 


NEBRASKA'S OLDEST "TRAMP PRINTER." 


Joe Worral is dead. He died at the University hos- 


pital at Omaha on May 5. A man of eighty-five, who 
had spent his last days at the Lancaster county farm 
he passed away, void of worldly possessions of any 
kind, and -with no known relatives. His body was 
turned over to the Nebraska anatomical board. The 
story of the passing of Nebraska's oldest "tramp 
printer" has just reached the public. 


Old timers, -when they heard 
of Joe's death, 


stopped for a moment and said: "Too bad: poor old 
fellow." l-or thirty years ago sad more Joe Worrall 
was known and liked in every print shop In Nebraska 
and most of those of Kansas. He had worked in all of 
them. He came to Nebraska from Ohio in the late 
fifties and learned printing in the office of the Ne- 
braska City News. Then he published a paper at 
Syracuse and still lat«r in many other towns in this 
state.-

Most of the time, however, he was "on the road." 


working for a week or two in the office of some coun- 
try weekly, and then moving along to some other field. 
Like all of his class. he was well posted on politics, 
American and foreign.. as well as on other current 
events. It grieved him greatly to be compelled to 
give up newspaper work, bat the time came when 
there was no place for him. so a few years ago he 
took vp his a^ode at the county farm.

Who was Justinian and Simon 


Bolivar? 


ANSWER. 
Justinian was the most famous of 
all the emperors of the Eastern Ro- 
man Empire. Born in 483 A. D., of 
barbarian parentage, he took the 
name by whicIThe is known from his 
uncle, Justin I, who adopted him 
and to whom his early advancement 
in life was due. He went as a young 
man to Constantinople, where he 
received an excellent education, and 
in 527 A. D. he there succeeded his 
uncle as emperor. His legal reforms, 
ecclesiastical policies and imperial 
administration signalized Justinian 
as one of the greatest and 
most 


beneficial of rulers. 


His cqnsclidation of the law of 


the empire embraced the best legal 
provisions than extant, and he add- 
ed to these the codes which Christ- 
ianized the whole system. For these 
reasons Justinian is held iri rever- 
ence by all who understand 
the 


magnitude and value of his achieve- 
ments. When a modern historian 
called Edward I of England "the 
Justinian of his country" he could 
give him no higher praise. 


Simon Bolivar, soldier, statesman 


and leadei of the revolutions which 
freed Venezuela, Colombia, Ecuador, 
Panama, Peru and Bolivia from the 
Spanish rule, was born in Caracas, 
Venezuela on July 24,1783, and died 
on December 17, 1830 at the age of 
forty-seven, near Santa Marta in 
the Republic of Colombia. 


The unadorned record of his car- 


eer* entitles him, to the title of ''Lib- 
erator," by which he i? known and 
highly regarded throughout the Lat- 
in republics of South America and 
the freedom loving world. He was 
greatly 
disappointed 
because his 


herculean labors • resulted in 
the 
abuse of the democratic privileges 
which he had risked everything to 
gain for the states which he eman- 
cipated. The recent commemoration 
of the one hundredth anniversary 
of Bolivar's death was signalized by 
tribr^i paid to his memory in near- 
ly every civilized nation.

ANSWER. 


It happens because the definition 


you quote is not true. There is some 
truth in it, but that only makes it 
the more misleading. Pure genius is 
better defined as "the spontaneous 
overflow of the intuitive faculty in 
response to the stimulus of a par- 
ticular event or environement.'' No 
merely educational process 
can 


create it, because it springs 
from 


the hidden resources of the spirit. 
Those processes may refine fo out- 
put and adapt its contribution to 
the occasion. But Lincoln's gift of 
immaculate prose was born in him, 
developed slowly and upraised 
to 


sublime heights by the tragedy of 
the Civil war. 


WH&t I have said does not imply 
that genius, however conspicuous, is 
independent of laborious effort. On 
the contrary, such effort supplies 
the intellectual food on which gen- 
ius feeds. I have sometimes con- 
ceived the gift as comparable to an 
estuary on the shores of a 
great 


sea through which the oceanic tides 
pulsate and are felt far inland. 
Likewise, no human soul is land- 


locked, so to speak. It is a tidal way 
for the eternities beyond. When that 
way is Amazonian in breadth the 
imaginative and emotional elements 
from the mysterious beyond sweep 
into it with overwhelming strength, 
and Michael Angelo begins to paint, 
or Shakespeare two rite, or Beeth- 
oven to compose. All after revision 
of what they have done is but an 
effort to satisfy the demands of 
their intuitional judgment. Hence 
the secret of genius is like the veil 
of the Egyptian goddess Isis; it can- 
not be lifted by mortal hand.

If there is anything more futile 
than an American trying to tell 
the English how to run their do- 
mestic affairs, it S"an Englishman 
trying to tell the *»nericans how 
to run theirs. G- K. Chesterton 
has been holding forth again on 
American prohibition and has quite 
settled it in his own mind that as 
a social and political experiment 
it is a failure. That conclusion, of 
course, neither adds nor subtracts 
anything from information on the 


and if so it may be predicted Mr. 
Chesterton will not disapprove it 
quite so much as he now does. It 
will be English. Not all the English 
will approve it. Just as the dukes 
disapprove democracy, the distillers 
and brewers probably will regard 
prohibition as a mistake. 


The English view that it's no- 
body's business what the individual 
does changes slowly, but it does 
change. Once the English regarded 
it as nobody's business if a woman, 
harnessed like a horse, dragged 
cars of coal at the bottom of deep 
mines. But' ultimately it cai..e to 
be recognized that that practice 
was as bad for the nation as it 
was for the woman. Sometime the 
English may recognize that prohi- 
,bition of the liquor traffic is a 
'social and national question and 
(no tmerely one affecting the rights 
of the individual.

ca. Some of the results of the ex- 
perinr"nt may shock the English.

DR. S. P. BROOKS 


President of Baylor Uni- 


versity Succumbs at 


Waco Sanitarium.

P. Brooks, 67, president of Baylor 
university, died at the Baptist sani- 
tarium here early today 


He succumbed to cancer a few 


days after physicians had forbidden 
him to complete a last labor of 
love for the school at which he had 
served twenty-eight years, the sign- 
ing of diplomas for the 400 mem- 
bers of this year's graduating class 
Dr. Brooks was born in Mnlledge- 


ville, Ga, December 4, 1863, and 
came with his parents to Texas 
when he was 5 years old Until he 
was 22 he lacked even a common 
school education, but later won de- 
grees at Baylor and Yale His widow 
and three children survive 
Underwent Operation. 


Dr Brooks recently underwent an 
operation which surgeons found re- 
vealed he was suffering from can-

They predicted by commencement 


time he would be in his grave In 
spite of the warning Dr Brooks set

Handle Work. 


The University of Nebraska col- 


lege of agriculture has named the 
Nebraska Crop Growers association 
#nd the Nebraska Seed Potato Co- 
operative of Alliance as the two 
agencies to handle the certification 
of small grain and potatoes. Under 
the provisions of the new state law 
the college is directed to specify 
how the certification shall be done 
and to name the organization in 
charge of it. 
Both of the organizations have 
had charge of certification work 
in the past. The Nebraska <3rop 
Growers association is made up of 
about 700 farmers interested in im- 
proved varieties and pure strains of 
grain. The Certified Potato Grow- 
ers co-operative is a1 western Ne- 
braska organization with 
head- 
quarters at Alliance and a mem- 
bership among the commercial po- 
tato growers who have been pro- 
ducing high quality seed potatoes 
for the south. 
Standards and rules have 'been 
drawn up for both organizations. 
In each case the standards for cer- 
tification were raised considerably 
from those .followed in the past. 
Officers of each organization will 
sign a contract with Dean W. W. 
Burr of the agricultural college to 
follow the standards and rules set 
forth by the certification commit- 
tee at the college of 'agriculture. 
In. addition tc> Dean Burr, W. H. 
Brokaw, director of the extension 
service, H. O. Werner, R. W. Goss, 
P. H. Stewart, D. L. Gross are on 
this certification committee. 
Koehnke In Charge. 
Marx Koehnke will have charge 


of the Potato certification program 
of western Nebraska. He is a grad- 
uate .of the college of agriculture 
and has had several years ex- 
perience with the certified Potato 
Growers co-operative. William, H. 
Morrow, former manager of the 
certified Potato Growers co-opera- 
tive, will spend his entire -time now 
handling the sales organization to 
dispose of the potatoes after they 
are certified. Wayland Magee / of 
Bennington -is president of the 
Crop Growers.-P. H.' Stewart at 
the agricultural college is secretary. 
Under the provisions of the new 
standards and rules of the Crop 
•rowers association, 
applications 


for the certification of grain must 
be in -the office of the secretary 
by June 1. Inspectors are hired to 
look over the standing grain before 
it is cut and turn in a report to a 
board of review. The inspectors will 
look for smut, other kinds of grain, 
purity of strain, and the presence 
of bad weeds. All of the fields 
which pass the board of' review, 
will be listed in a "field Inspected 
seed list." Samples of threshed 
grain must i-oss the standards set 
up by the organization before the 
grower is listed in the official list 
of certified seed producers. 
In order to apply for certifica- 
tion, the farmer must belong to the 
Nebraska Crop Growers association 
which has a membership fee of 
$1.00 for life, and also pay an in- 
spection fee of 13 per farm. The 
grain which he wishes to have cer- 
tified must have originated at the 
agricultural college or to av field 
grain certified the previous year.

Butterfat production, in Nebraska 


dairy herd improvement associa- 
tions during the mtoth of April ad- 
vanced eight-tenths of a pound per 
cow over that of March, according 
to the monthly dairy letter as is- 
sued from the agricultural college 
this morning by E. C. Scheidenhelm, 
extension dairyman. 
The average production for each 
cow on test lor the month ,was 29.4 
pounds as compared with 28.4 
pounds for March. In addition the 
letter shows the average production 
for April of this year was more 
than for that of the corresponding 
month last year. 
Despite the fact that butterfat 
prices over the state have declined 
steadily during the past month due 
to several factors, Scheidenhelm 
says there is a constant demand for 
dairy cattle capable of profitable 
production. The dairy dejyartment 
at the college of agriculture receives 
many inquiries each week asking 
•where cows and heifers can, be 
purchased. 
With an average production of 


35.9 pounds buttjerfat for each cow 
tested during thevmonth, .the Ham- 
ilton-Hall-Merriclc association lead 
the state in production during the 
month. Clyde Baldwin is the offi- 
cial tester. The Washington county 
organization was second andT Re- 
publican Valley third. 
Jay Robinson of the Buffalo as- 
sociation, No. 1, had the highest fat 
producing herd in the state for 
April. His herd of thirteen Holstein 
cows made an average record of 
52.4 pounds each. Roland Ramsay 
of the Seward-York-Polk associa- 
tion had the second high herd 
while David Hanson of Saunders- 
Dodge was third. 
In the group of sixteen or more 


cows milked twice daily, H. C. Hoi- 
ling of Douglas - Sarpy led the 
state.

Sandhill Ranchers 


Plant 30,000 Pines 


Close to Ainswort,h 


E. J. Robin of Fremont, and Louis 


Zinnecker of Lincoln have planted 
30,000 pines on their neighboring 
ranches in the "sandhills this spring. 
The plantings are located 15 miles 
directly south of Ainsworth on the 
road from Ainsworth to Brewster. 
Both of the men are business men 
who have become interested in the 
forestry program and the reclaim- 
ing of sandhill land with pines. 
The plainting is said to be the 
most extensive one in Nebraska- 
outside of the Nebraska National 
Forest at Halsey. Seven men planted 
the 30,000 trees in five and one-half 
days, they reported to Clayton W. 
Watkins, extension forester. 


Two of the men plowed furrows 
while the other five men planted 
the trees. All of the pines were fur- 
nished under a provision of the 
Clarke-MCNary act by the agri- 
cultural extension service and the 
Forest Service. Austrian, 'Scotch, 
and Jack pines were used in the 
planting. 


Calves Used For 


Winter Test Are 


Being Fattened 


Calves used In the wintering ex- 


periment, at the college of agri- 
culture are now being fattened in 
the dry lot, according to Prof. H. J. 
Gramlich, head o f£he animal hus- 
bandry department. The wintering 
experiment -»as concluded in April 
and reported at the nineteenth an- 
nual Feeder's Day held at the col- 
lege at that lime. Fiof. R. R. Thai- 
man had charge of the test. 


Original plans of those at the 
agricultural college called for the 
cattle to bs fattened on pasture 
but plans were chafiged. Instead, 
the animals are receiving a full feed 
of shelled corn and alfalfa hay along 
with one'pound of cottonseed cake 
daily. All lots are being fed the 
same ration but separately. Thai- 
man reported today that' the calves 
are consuming about fourteen 
pounds of shelled corn daily. 


When the yearlings are put on the 
market late in June, Prof. Thai- 
man will be able to compare their 
gains made in the feed lot with those 
made during the winter months in 
their respective lots. The cattle will 
be in dry lot about sixty days be- 
fore being shipped to Omaha for 
marketing.

MAKING ALFALFA 
DEMONSTRATIONS 


Farhiers Cooperate With 


. College in Platte 


Valley Country. 


Nine farmers in the Platte valley 


between Shelton and Cozad are co- j 
operating with H, M. Tysdal and 
the agricultural college with alfalfa 
demonstrations. The field tests are 
one step in the development of 
hardy wilt resistant alfalfas for the 
Platte valley region of Nebraska.

The most extensive test is on the 
farm of Amos Kauffman near 
Uozad. Mr. Tysdal nas planted »0 
different strains and varieties on 
this farm, representing selections 
and introductions from many stages 
in the United-States and from 
Canada, Asia, Europe and South 
America. On this one farm Mr. 
Tysdal will have practically every 
kind of alfalfa growing which is 
known to be hardy in Nebraska. 
The other co-operators are O. M. 


Giles, Shelton; James Haug, Shel- 
ton; 
Milo Faser, Odessa, Roy 
Knapp, Odessa; Horace Gary, Kear- 
ney; Milton Webb, Odessa; W. S. 
Lewis, Kearney, and Mr. Doolittle, 
Cozad. These men have from six 
to ten standard varieties in the 
test plants on their farms. 


Large Number Plots. 


The 80 varieties on the Kauff- 
man farm were planted in 248 
plots. They are being tested under 
different cultural treatments and 
some of them are on land where 
alfalfa has never been grown. 
The tests are co-operative be- 
tween the farmers, the Nebraska 
agricultural experiment station, and 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. Mr. Tysdal is stationed in 
Nebraska by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture to study the alfalfa 
problem. He is one of two men 
holding such a position in the 
country, so the results of the Ne- 
braska tests will probably be dis- 
tributed to every state where al- 
falfa wilt and winter hardiness are 
problems. 
Most of the seed for the Platte

Question: What is the best early 
temporary hog pasture? 


, Answer: Rye has been used at 
the agricultural college iri Lincoln 
for many years successfully as an 
early pasture. It provides much for- 
age in the early spring months. It 
is a good plan, however, to follow 
the rye with sudan grass in qarry- 
ing the pigs through the summer 
seasop.

Question: should wash water from 
the milk house be emptied into a 
septic tank? 


Answer: Yes if the water doesn't 
contain excessive amounts of anti- 
septic materials. 


Question: How often is IE neces- 
sary to clean a septic tank? 


Answer: Septic tanks should be 
inspected at least every five years 
and cleaned,if more, than 1% feet 
of sludge has accumulated »t the 
bottom of the large chamber. 


Question: How are chicken lice 


best controlled? 


Answer: The simplest way is to 
naint or spray blackleaf 40 or nic- 
otine sulfate on the roosts in the 
house just before roosting time. Any 
good wood preservative painted or- 
sprayed into all the cracks makes 
a good control measure for mites. 
This should be followed by a sani- 
tation program and rotation of the 
chicken yards.

"Beginning Monday and for the, 
rest of the neek beginning May 18, 
has been designated as Rooster 
week in Lancaster county and the 
surrounding territory. 


"It is hoped that all farmers will 
sell all of their male birds during 
that week. If poultrymen have 
some good birds that they want to 
keep over for another year, they 
should by all means be confined to 
a small enclosure just large enough 
to give them plenty of exercise, and 
the rest of the male birds should 
be disposed of promptly 
~_ "Fertile eggs after 24 hours at 100 
or 103 degrees begin to hatch and 
are not a perfect food. They are 
almost a total loss to someone from 
this time of the year until cool 
weather starts in the fall. ' 
"Under^the pure food law, it is 
-unlawful for a farmer to sell or of- 
fer for sale bad eggs to his mer- 
chant. It is also unlawful for the 
merchant to sell or offer for sale 
bad eggs to patrons or joboers. 
Don't complain if your merchant . 
refuses to buy eggs without cand- 
ling them for he is protecting you 
as well as himself from prosecution. 


Fertility of Eggs. 


"Eggs are fertile for hatching two 
weeks after the male birds' are re- 
moved from the flock. This would 
be well up to the first of June and 
as late as anyone would want any 
eggs for hatching this year. -There 
is a large surplus of poultry and 
eggs- and the price is low, so any 
late chickens hatched this year will 
be an economic loss. 
"There will be kept during the 
summer months on Lancaster coun- 
ty farms, probably 600,000 hens. If 
these hens average 30 eggs each 
during the four hot summer months 
at one cent each, the income from 
these hens during that time would 
equal $180,000. 


•'A conservative loss from fertile 
eggs until they reach the ultimate 
consumer would be about 50 per 
cent, or a loss to the farmers of 
about S90.000 who sell eggs during 
hot weather. Infertile eggs will not 
deteriorate as quickly and should 
demand more money. 
"It is hoped that anyone knowing 
the circumstances in this case will 
not? willfully let the male birds run. 
with the flock. May we count on 
every pouTfcryman in the county to 
help in this Rooster Week cam- 
paign. Let it be so that when you 
sell eggs yoU can label them "fresh

Annual Cinders Fest

The greatest collection of Nebraska high school track 


athletes in Cornhusker prep history will assemble at .the 
University of Nebraska Memorial stadium Friday for the 
opening of the two-day program of interscholastic track and 
field championships. The meet is the twenty-ninth in the 
annals of the Nebraska High School Athletic association and 
has drawn an entry list of 121 high schools and more than 
one thousand athletes. 


List Tops All Previous Marks 


Prelims Set For Friday. 
The Friday program, which will 


include preliminaries in all events 
except the mile, 880-yard run and 
relay is scheduled to get under way 
at 1:30 p. m. The Saturday card is 
called for 2 o'clock. Each day should 
be packed full of interesting track 
sport, the individual events being so 
well filled with competitors that the 
busy program of Friday prelim- 
inaries should prove as exciting as 
the Saturday finals. 
Teams will compete In groups ac- 
cording to student enrollment, and 
defending champions will be Scotts- 
bluff in group four, Gothenburg in 
group three, and Dewitt in group 
one. Bassett high, the group two 
winner last season, is not entered 
in the 1931 meet. 
Chances of any of the three 
champions to repeat appear fairly 
remote, although Gothenburg has a 
good chance to come through in 
group three and Scottsbluff is a 
strong candidate for group four 
honors. Hastings Files Bid. 
Teams figured to give Scottsbluff 
the big argument in group four in- 
clude Omaha Tech, Hastings and 
Lincoln. Coach Dwight Thomas' 
Hastings squad, winner of the Hast- 
ings invitation and Mid-State con- 
ference meets, looks particularly 
good, having some sure-fire point 
men in Young, Breault, Asmus, 
Corbin and Porter. 
Lincoln has good strength in the 
sprints, broad jump and distance 
runs, while Omaha Tech has a 
well-balanced squad with point-get- 
ters in the sprints and high jump. 
Gothenburg holds the edge in 
group three, with Geneva, Havelock, 
Minden, Crete and Seward ready to 
give plenty of argument;.

He borrowed a pole and did 11 
feet 10 inches in the South Platte 
Valley meet at Chappell and in 
practice this spring has cleared bet- 
ter than state record height. The 
lad is a good competitor and may be 
expected to put up a gallant fight 
for a new mark in his event.

IN BEET FIELDS 


Lincoln Families Losing 


To Mexicans in 
West Nebraska. 


Citizens living in the western 


section of Lincoln Thursday ex- 
pressed through H, J. Amen their 
dissatisfaction with existing condi- 
tions in the western Nebraska sugar 
beet country. Utilization almost ex- 
clusively of Mexican labor in the 
fields is making it very difficult for 
Lincoln people who formerly spent 
each summer in the beet fields to 
find work, it is claimed. 
The Lincoln men blame the situ- 


ation largely on the sugar manu- 
facturing companies, which insist, 
they say, that the growers employ 
the Mexicans. The Lincoln men be- 
lieve this is unfair, in view of the 
fact that dealers here deal in the 
products of the manufacturers ex- 
clusively. 
Amen conceded that the probable 


reason the companies and growers 
are showing preference 
for the 


Mexicans is that the latter are in- 
debted to them. He does not feel, 
however, that this makes it justi- 
fiable to hire the Mexicans and turn 
away the Americans. 
Cannot Compete. 


The Lincoln people claim this is 


the first year in which the sugar 
companies have not supplied trans- 
portation to the fields from here. 
"This year the people have to fur- 
nish their own transportation and 
then find themselves unable 
to 


compete fairly with the Mexicans 
for contracts," Amen pointed out. 
In previous years the demand for 
workers has been greater than the 
local supply, it is claimed. 


Ordinarily about 175 Lincoln fam- 


ilies are employed in the beet fields 
during the summer season. This 
year only about sixty families have 
been able to find employment. No 
monopoly on the beet labor is asked 
by the Americans, Amen pointed 
out, but they do feel that they are 
entitled to their normal representa- 
tion. 


Amen said that local dealers are 


reluctant to stop handling trie- 
products of the sugar companies as 
a means of protest. "We do not 
want to boycott aryV-ody," he ex- 
plained. "We think that by letting 
the 
growers 
and 
manufacturers 


know that we leel we are being un- 
fairly discriminated against they 
will probably make things right."
